The La Follette campaign commit­ 
tee denied that an official blacklist of 
congressmen had been prepared.

and local offices, “ no action has been 
taken with regard to any such candi­ 
dates.” 
“ Action will not be taken by

Washington, Ju ly 23.— The treasury 


department 
announced 
that 
the 
bumper crop of wheat flooding the 


granaries of the west has halted the 
losses 
of 
financial 
institutions 
throughout the agricultural belt. 


Although scores of banks have fail­ 
ed west of the Mississippi river this 
year, the officials declared the spread 
of financial ruin has been effectively 
stopped by the great golden harvests, 
A period of improvement has started, 
it v\as said, with complete recovery 
in sight. 
A number 
of 
banks which weut 
down to ruin witu »arm depression 
already have reopened 
their 
doors 
and others are in process of reorgan­ 
ization, it was stated. 
This recovery 
was aided by operations of the agri­ 
cultural credits 
corporation, organ­ 
ized with the approval of President 
Coolidge to bring financial relief to 
the west, it was said. 
The corpora­ 
tion's efforts, however, were swept 
aside 
by 
the 
automatic 
recovery 
which followed the great wheat yields 
from Kansas to the Canadian border. 
Government 
authorities 
predicted 
even 
greater 
improvement 
in 
the 
financial situation west of the Missis­ 
sippi by the time the crops are mar­ 
keted. 
Improvement in grain prices, it was 
added, tended to clarify a situation 
that caused the treasury department 
serious alarm for the last 18 months. 
1 he real solution, it was pointed out, 
was provided by the farmers them­ 
selves, with the aid of a rising grain 
market. 
Efforts of the war finance 
corporation, the federal 
farm 
loan 
Hoard and 
the agricultural 
credits 
corporation 
were 
merely auxiliary, 
though thousands of farmers were ac­ 
tually relieved from bankrupt condi­ 
tions 
through 
government 
loans, 
which enabled 
them to 
plant the 
crops that are now yielding golden 
harvests. 
Immense protit-taking sales at Chi­ 
cago brought about subsequent sharp 
setbacks in wheat values, but 
never­ 
theless day after day the market eon- 
t-ned to surpass all 
previous high 
price records for the season. 
The 
fresii upturns in the Chicago market 
were 
largely 
due 
to 
surprising 
strength at Liverpool and Winnipeg 
and 
to 
indications 
that 
exporters 
were buying United States wheat, as 
well as purchasing in Canada. 
Weather favorable for the new crop 
tended to counterbalance in the corn 
market the influence of the wheat 
bulge. 
Meanwhile oats were largely 
governed by corn. 
Demand for provi­ 
sions was keen, with hogs at the top­ 
most prices yet this year.

Washington, D. C.—1“Socotra, isolat­ 
ed island off the northeastern point of 
Africa, where a lighthouse k eeper Is 
rumored to have been the victim of 
cannibals, has always been associated 
with much pleasanter thoughts than 
man-eating savages,” says a bulletin 
from the Washington, I). 0., headquar­ 
ters of the National Geographic so­ 
ciety. 
“For it is the ‘Isle of Frank incense* 
from which once came most of the 
| pleasant, aromatic gum burned as in­ 
cense in the churches and temples of 
both the West and East. 
It is even 
possible that one of the gifts of the 
Magi to the Infant Jesus came from 
Socotra, for m the past the island was 
almost the sole source of this highly 
prized gum. 
x 
Socotrans Long Civilized. 
“The suggestion that there are can­ 
nibals on Socotra is somewhat surpris­ 
ing. 
The island people became at 
least superficially civilized ages ago 
through the influence of gum traders. 
They were at one time Christians, hut 
since the Seventeenth century have 
been Mohammedans. 
They are ruled 
by a sultan under British protection. 
Nor is the island small; it is nearly 
half as large as Crete or Porto Rico. 
“Socotra is not often visited by 
Westerners, but this is rather because 
of the religious jealousy of the sultan 
than because of any danger from the 
natives. The latter were described a 
few years ago by a visitor writing for 
the National Geographic society as ‘a 
k indly folk , hospitable and quite harm­ 
less.’ 
“Continuing, 
he 
wrote: ‘Hadibo, 
the capital, or Tamarida, as the Arabs 
call it, from Tamar, the date-fruit tree, 
is a collection of flat-roofed white 
houses scattered among the palms. 
The sultan’s “palace” is a large mud 
structure with flat towers, and the two 
prayer houses are suggestive of the 
graceful Arab mosques only by con­ 
trast. 
The poorer population, chiefly 
of African descent and much older in 
the history of the island than its Arab 
aristocracy, lives in huts of thorn and 
plaited grass, invariably overrun with 
luxuriant gourd vines. Surrounded by 
tiny garden plots, in which tombac, or 
native tobacco, lentils, melons, and 
yams grow abundantly, they are more 
picturesque outside than inside. 
“There is not much to be seen in 
Hadibo. The principal amusement af­ 
forded the visitor is that of being seen. 
Touches of Pastoral Beauty. 
“Nothing could be lovelier than the 
sight of slender Socotran cattle graz­ 
ing k nee deep among the grasses and 
the palm branches that line the bank s 
of the lagoons near Hadibo. 
Clouds 
massed above and mountains near be- 
' ind; long shadows dappling the wa­ 
ter, and the sun turning to gold the 
tawny flank s of the cattle mak e a 
picture of pastoral beauty rare to be­ 
hold in this part of the East. 
“Today Socotra exports practically 
nothing except ghi, a rancid butter, 
made from goat’s liiiik and highly 
prized in Zanzibar. 
The inhabitants 
number about 5,(XX), and the hulk of 
¡hem are of African descent, though 
Bedouins live in the mountain caves, 
and the ruling class is Arab. The 
language is distinct in itself, though 
possessing many Arabic and Mahri 
words. 
It lias a wondrous wealth of 
gurgles and impossible noises in the 
throat. There are no words for horse 
or dog, because these animals are not 
found on the island. 
A tine breed of 
camels, and donk eys, which are the 
tamed sons of the wild asses roaming 
in thousands on the interior plains, 
are the beasts of burden. 
“The Socotrans are for the most 
part a pastoral people, living upon 
their flock s and 
iierds. They have 
neither inclination or 
skill for the in­ 
dustrial arts. 
The bask ets they weave 
and their earthen pots, fashioned with 
a hit of coconut rind in lieu of a pot­ 
ter’s wheel, are rude imitations of the 
southern 
Arab’s 
handiwork . Those 
who live by the sea catch fish or dive 
for 
mother-of-pearl. 
They 
have 
a 
most ingenious ‘telescope' f< r spying 
out the wonders that lie at the ocean’s 
bottom. 
It is simply a k erosene oil 
can, ‘made in America.’ with a sheet 
of glass set into one side. 
Into the 
opposite side the observer thrusts his 
head, and with the 
g l a s s bottom well 
down in the water he is rowed slowly 
hack and forth, mouth and eyes well 
protected from the salt water, which 
further serves him as a magnifying 


Sto ck ing s in Histo ry 
The 
antecedents 
of 
present-day 
stock ings were first worn by men. says 
the Detroit News. 
The early Anglo- 
S ax o n stock ings 
were 
k nown 
as 
“scin” hose and were a mark of wealth 
and station. They were made of leath­ 
er and wrapped around the leg lik e a 
bandage. King Canute wore stock ings 
reaching to his k nees and striped hori­ 
zontally in two colors. The Introducer 
of what has become the modern sock 
was King Robert, while King Edgar 
enswathed his legs with garters of 
gold. The Norman conquest, however, 
brought 
a return to the cross garter­ 
ing. and William the Conqueror’s hose 
were of red leather over which there 
was a cross gartering of blue with 
gold tassels. 
The dandles of France under Charles 
the Wise wore stock ings of different 
colors on each leg. Black and yellow, 
green and purple, and green and yel­ 
low were some of the combinations 
they affected. 
The fashion of em­ 
broidering stock ings with colored silk s 
came in with Edward I, and long hose 
became the vogue in the Fourteenth 
century. 
Queen Philippa, consort of 
Edward III. had stock ings of seven 
different colors. 
It was during the 
reign of this couple that the circular 
garter came into use. 
Under Crom­ 
well the gay colors and embroidered 
hose were replaced by sober black and 
brown, but it was not long before the 
bright hues returned. Then, with long 
trousers for men. carne sock s, and silk - 
embroidered 
stock ings 
took 
their 
places chiefly as intimate associates of 
women.

Heavy hens sell from 5 to 11 cents more than light hens. 
It’s true nil down the line— turkey s, ducks, capons, hens and y oung fry s—the 
extra pound brings the extra dollar. 
Over a period of three y ears tho New York m arket shows heavy fresh-killed 
milk-fed fowls or hens weighing 5 pounds or over to average from 4 to 11 cents 
higher per pound than the light fowls weighing 3 pounds. 
The five-y ear aver­ 
age for the month of Septem ber shows the heavy fowls to average 9 cents over 
the light weight, the m argin broadening during October and November, reach­ 
ing Its height In December, v hen the heavy fowls range to 11 cents a pound 
over the light weights. 
The average weight of the ordinary fowl as it comes from the farm is 3% 
to 4 pounds.

Socotra Is Not Often Visited 
by Westerners. 
------ 
Washington, I). C.—“Socotra, isolat­ 
e d island off the northeastern point of 
I Africa, where a lighthouse keeper is 
rumored to have been tile victim of 
cannibals, has always been associated 
with much pleasanter thoughts than 
man-eating savages,” says a bulletin 
from the Washington, D. C., headquar­ 
ters of the National Geographic so­ 
ciety. 
“For it is the ‘Isle of Frankincense’ 
from which once came most of the 
pleasant, aromatic gum burned as in­ 
cense in the churches and temples of 
>oth the West and Fast. 
It is even 
possible that one of the gifts of the 
Magi to the Infant Jesus came from 
Socotra, for lh tile past the Island was 
almost the sole source of tills highly 
prized gum, 
Socotrans Long Civilized. 
“The suggestion that there are can­ 
nibals on Socotra is somewhat surpris­ 
ing. 
The island 
people became at 
least superficially civilized ages ago 
through the Influence of guru traders. 
They were at one time Christians, hut 
since the Seventeenth century have 
been Mohammedans. 
They are ruled 
by a sultan under British protection. 
Nor is the island sm all; It is nearly 
half as large as Crete or Porto Hico. 
“Socotra is not often visited by 
Westerners, but this is rather because 
of tin* religious jealousy of the sultan 
than because of any danger from the 
natives. 
The latter were described a 
few years ago by a visitor writing for 
the National Geographic society as ‘a 
kindly folk, hospitable and quite harm­ 
less.’ 
“Continuing, 
he 
wrote: 
‘Iladibo, 
the capital, or Tanmrida. as the Arabs 
call It, from Tamar, tin* date-fruit tree, 
Is a collection of flat-roofed white 
houses scattered among the palms. 
The sultan’s “palace” is a large mud 
.structure with flat towers, and the two 
prayer houses are suggestive of tile 
graceful Arab mosques only by con­ 
trast. 
The poorer population, chiefly 
of African descent and much older In 
the history of the island than Its Ara!) 
aristocracy, lives in huts of thorn and 
plaited grass, invariably overrun with 
luxuriant gourd vines. Surrounded by 
tiny garden plots, in which tombac, or 
native tobacco, lentils, melons, and 
yams grow abundantly, they are more 
picturesque outside titan inside. 
“There is not much to be seen in 
Iladibo. The principal amusement af­ 
forded the visitor is Hint of being seen. 
Touches of Pastoral Beauty. 
“Nothing could be lovelier than the 
sight of slender Socotran cattle graz­ 
ing knee deep among the grasses and 
the paint branches that line the hanks 
of the lagoons near Iladibo. 
Clouds 
massed above and mountains near be- 
' ind; long shadows dappling the wa­ 
ter. and the sun turning to gold the 
tawny flanks of the cuttle make a 
picture of pastoral beauty rare to be­ 
hold in this part of the Bast. 
“Today Socotra exports practically 
nothing except ghi, a rancid butter, 
made from goat’s milk and highly 
prized in Zanzibar. 
The inhabitants 
number about 5,000, and the bulk of 
hem are of African descent, though 
Bedouins live in the mountain caves, 
and the ruling class is Arab. 
The 
language is distinct in itself, though 
possessing many Arabic and Mahrl 
words. 
It has a wondrous wealth of 
gurgles and impossible noises in the 
throat. There are no words for horse 
or dog, because these* animals are not 
found on the island. 
A fin** breed of 
camels, and donkeys, which an* the 
tamed sons of tin* wild asses roaming 
in thousands on th** interior plains, 
are the beasts of burden. 
“The Socotrans are for the most 
part a pastoral people, living upon 
their flocks and 
herds. 
They have 
neither inclination or skill for tin* in­ 
dustrial arts. 
rile baskets they' weave 
and their earthen pots, fashioned with 
a hit of coconut rind in lieu of a pat­ 
ter's wheel, ar** rude imitations of th** 
southern 
Arab's 
handiwork. 
Those 
who Ii vt* by tm- sea catch fish or dive 
for 
motherofpearl. 
They 
have 
a 
most ingenious ‘teleseope* f* r spying 
out th** wonders that lie at the ocean s 
bottom. 
It Is simply a kerosene oil 
can, ‘made in America,’ with a sheet 
of glass set Into one side, 
Into the 
opposite side the observer thrusts bls 
head, and with the glass bottom well 
down In the waiter he Is rowed slowly 
hack and forth, mouth and eyes well 
protected from the salt water, which 
further serves him as a magnifying 
lens.”

King Canute wore stockings 
reaching to his knees and striped hori­ 
zontally in tw'o colors. The introducer 
of what has become the modern sock 
was King Robert, while King Edgar 
enswathed his legs with garters of 
gold. The Norman conquest, however, 
brought a return to tho cross garter­ 
ing. and William the Conqueror’s hose 
were of red leather over which there 
was a 'toss gartering of blue with 
gold tassels. 
The dandies of France under Charles 
tho Wise wore stockings of different 
colors on each leg. 
Black and yellow, 
green and purple, and green and yel­ 
low were some of the combinations 
they affected. 
The fashion of em­ 
broidering stockings with colored silks 
came In with Edward I, and long hose 
became the vogue in the Fourteenth 
century. 
Queen Philippa, consort of 
Edward III, had stockings of seven 
different colors. 
It was during the 
reign of this couple that the circular 
garter came into use. 
Under Crom­ 
well the gay colors and embroidered 
hose were replaced by sober black and 
brown, but It w’as not long before the 
bright hues returned. Then, with long 
trousers for men, came socks, and silk- 
embroidered 
stockings 
took 
their 
places chiefly as Intimate associates of 
women.

The germination of alfalfa 
seeds 
shows that there are present in prac­ 
tically all lots two types of live seeds. 
Tile first 
type absorbs water and 
germinates readily in a few days; the 
other type has a hard seed coat which 
prevents immediate absorption of wa­ 
ter 
and 
hence 
delays 
germination. 
These hard seed coats gradually soften 
and permit germination. 
Tests con­ 
tinued over a long period of time In 
tile Colorado seed laboratory show 
that practically one-half of the hard 
seeds germinate in three months and 
practically all of them In six months 
when kept under Ideal conditions for 
germination In an incubator. 
There has been carried on and Is 
now being continued much investiga­ 
tional work In an effort to find the 
causes of the hard seed coat and the 
agricultural valuwof such seeds. The 
most comprehensive piece of work 
which has been completed at the pres­ 
ent time seems to show that it is rea­ 
sonable to regard approximately one- 
third of the hard seeds reported at the 
end of six days as properly belonging 
to the germination per cent. 
This is 
based on actual field work. 
There is some reason to believe that 
methods of threshing alfalfa seed re­ 
duce the hard seed per cent, since 
seed harvested by hand this fall and 
tested in the laboratory has Go per 
cent 
of hard 
seed 
while machine 
threshed seed from the same vicinity 
has approximately 20 per cent of hard 
s*eed. 
It Is characteristic of alfalfa seed 
Imported from Turkestan to have p rac­ 
tically no hard seeds, those Imported 
from Europe to have a comparatively 
small per cent, while seeds imported 
from South America and Africa vary 
much as do those grown In North 
America. 
A lot of seed containing a high per 
cent of live seed, even though some 
of them are hard seeds, Is superior to 
a lot having the same germination but 
no hard seed.—Anna M. Lute.

Olympic games mane 94 points, as 
against G4 for France, her nearest 
rival. Sweden’s total was 44 % points, 
Great Britain got 41 % and Finland

Much Milk Lost 
During Summer 


-Swinwi»«n ii., im 
Best Plan Is to Reduce Bac­ 
terial Count by Carefully 
Cleaning Cow’s Body. 


The quantity of milk spoiled throng! 
souring during the gammer can bf 
reduced by the simple precaution of 
having the cows clean at milking time, 
advises F. C. Button, professor of dai­ 
ry Industry, New Jersey state coiled'* 
of agriculture. 
. * 
The mud, manure, scurf and loore 
hairs that accumulate on the cow : 
body all carty a considerable numbed 
of bacteria. 
A single gram (alem 
1-28 ounce) of fresh cow manure ha? 
been found to contain 49,00d.(HK) bac­ 
teria. 
Since this material often con­ 
stitutes a large proportion of tin' filth 
on a cow’s body the importance of 
cleaning the animal can readily be 
seen. 
Experiments with dirty cows have 
shown that washing the teats and ud­ 
ders will reduce the bacterial count 
from 23,000 to about 7,000 per cubic 
centimeter. 
When cows ore cleaned 
In addition to having their teats and 
udders washed, the bacterial count 
may be reduced to 2,000. This assumes 
tiiat the utensils in both cases arc 
clean and sterile. 
Boards of health are becoming strict­ 
er in their requirements of what con­ 
stitutes clean milk. 
For the protec­ 
tion of tile public they demand that 
bacterial counts be kept within rea­ 
sonable limits. 
This, besides the fact 
that clean milk does not sour as quick­ 
ly as bacteria-laden milk, makes it a 
point of good business for the dairy­ 
man to thoroughly groom his cows. 
Clipping long flairs from the belly, 
udder and flanks facilitates proper 
cleaning. 
Grooming is best done an 
hour or so before milking, as this will 
leave time for the dust to settle. 
The best results can be secured only 
when udder and teats are washed or 
wiped with a clean, damp cloth, just 
previous to milking. When udders and 
teats are soiled with m anure or mud, 
washing with clean water is necessary. 
Wafer should he changed frequently, 
so that a clean supply is always in 
use. 
After washing, surplus moisture 
should be removed by wiping with a 
dry or slightly damp cloth. Then there 
will be JIO surplus w ater to drip into 
the milk pail, or to wet the m ilker’s 
hands. 
W hen milking starts, the ud­ 
ders, tents and ti nks should b's clean 
and slightly damp.

Gophers working In al­ 
falfa fields can he effectively poisoned 
lifter the first hay crop is removed, 
rrhe zoology departm ent of the col­ 
lege filled orders for 280 quarts of poi­ 
soned oats, five ounces of strychnine 
and IOO pounds of cyanide flakes dur­ 
ing the week of May IO to 24. 
' The five ounces of strychnine would 
treat two bushels of outs, enough to 
kill 2,000 gophers. 
The IOO ounces rf 
cyanide flakes would tTeat 1,000 prai­ 
rie dog holes.

It’s the extra pound of flesh on the fowl that cheapens production costs 
and commands a premium price for the poultryman. According to the Sears- 
Roebuck Agricultural Foundation the extra pound can be put on for from 5 to 
7 cents, which Increases the value of each pound to the consumer by making 
the entire carcass more plump and attractive, so it commands a fancy price 
over lighter birds. 
Heavy hens sell from 5 to ll cents more than light hens. 
Ifs true all down the line—turkeys, ducks, capons, hens and young frys—the 
extra pound brings the extra dollar. 
Over a period of {bree years the New York market shows heavy fresh-killed 
Bilik-fed fowls or hens weighing 5 pounds or over to average from 4 to l l cents 
higher per pound than the light fowls weighing 3 pounds. The five-year aver­ 
age for the month of September shows the heavy fowls to average 9 cents over 
the light weight, the margin broadening during October and November, reach­ 
ing Its height in December, when the heavy fowls range to ll cents a pound 
over the light weights. 
The average weight of the ordinary fowl as It comes from the farm is 3*4 
to 4 pounds. The poultryman with the eye for business will add an extra pound 
or so and receive the top prices. 
The farmer who takes thin, underfleshed 
poultry to market Is heating himself.

The chart show* Index number* of both total and tier capita production at 
crops from 1890 to 1923. The production record Is based on the total yield o* 
IO crops—corn, wheat, oats, barley, rye. buckwheat, potatoes, hay, tobacco and 
cotton, which include more than 95 per cent of the total acreage of all crops. 
Since yields are expressed in various units, bushels, bales, tons und pounds, 
the crops are combined by applying a constant average price to Hie yearly pro­
